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ASI to consider $16 
student fee increase

After 13 years without a fee in- 
crease, the Associated Students Inc. 
Board of Control is voting on a reso- 
lution to raise ASI fees by roughly 36 
percent at today’s meeting. 

If the resolution passes, a refer- 
endum will be placed on the spring 
2014 ballot for students to vote on. If 


approved by the student body, the in- 
crease would take effect in fall 2014, 
according to ASI President John 
Haberstroh. 

Currently, students pay a $44 ASI 
fee per semester. Under the proposed 
referendum, the new student fee would 
be $60 per semester, a $16 dollar in- 
crease, according to ASI Treasurer 
Jose Espeleta. 

“Tt is a big increase if you just look at 
the numbers, but historically it shows 
that ASI hasn’t been keeping up with 
the cost of goods, which is the reason 


why it is so necessary,” Haberstroh 
said. 

ASI hasn’t increased student fees 
since 2000, according to Haberstroh. 
The proposed fee increase is based on 
the Consumer Price Index increase, 
which has affected ASI’s buying power 
since 2001, according to College of 
Business Administration Senator and 
ASI Treasurer for 2013-14 Agatha Gu- 
cyski. 

Gucyski said the purpose of this 
resolution is to improve ASI’s services 
to students. 

“Over the past years, we’re seeing 
more and more risks for the different fa- 
cilities and how they’re not where they 
need to be,” Gucyski said. “Without an

Limon said promotion for Yogaf- 


est included the yoga demonstration 
Monday and a nearby table set up with 
free gifts for students, including beach 
ball-shaped stress release balls, travel 
size Irish Spring deodorants and body 
wash. 

Even though there wasn’t a large re- 
action from students at the yoga dem- 
onstration, the SRWC is hoping for a 
large turnout on Monday. 

Yoga classes available at the SRWC 
are for all levels of yogis, according 
to Delaney, and all students are wel- 
come.

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ASI promotes homeless 
awareness, receives 
canned food donations 


Hope for the 
Homeless provides 
information on 
available resources.

Robert Guevarra, a junior pre-nurs- 
ing major, admitted that he didn’t know 
homelessness could affect anyone, even 
students. 

“T never noticed that there were actu- 
ally students out there sleeping in their 
cars,” Guevarra said. “People need to 
be aware of that at least to help out.” 

Associated Students Inc.’s event 
Hope for the Homeless aimed to help 
educate students about homelessness 
and provide resources, according to 
Keya Allen-Littleton, University Stu- 
dent Union programs supervisor. Ta- 
bles sat along the Southwest Terrace 
of the USU, providing information on 
shelters, substance abuse and outreach 
organizations. 

According to 2011 homeless count 
statistics in Long Beach, there was a 
total of 3,704 homeless adults and 586 
homeless children. 


Donations, including canned food 
and dried food, received at the event 
went to the University Interfaith Cen- 
ter on campus, according to Christine 
Haddad, ASI community service com- 
missioner, who organized the event. 

“We invited food banks, shelters, 
recovery clinics, and we are having 
a food drive for canned food and dry 
food,” Haddad said. “Students who 
can’t afford to buy food, they go [to the 
University Interfaith Center] and they 
give them food.” 

It’s the first time ASI put on an 
event like this, according to Haddad. 

“We had about five different restau- 
rants on Second Street donate for the 
canned food drive,” she said. 

Gabe Salazar, a professional youth 
speaker, spoke at the event. Salazar 
spoke on his experience of living in 
poverty while growing up, moving 
from place to place and getting evicted 
everywhere he and his family went. 

“My message to students all across 
America is that no matter where 
you’re from, it doesn’t matter what 
has happed in your life,” Salazar said. 
“Great things can happen in your life, 
even if you come from a homeless 
background.” 

Tammy Michaels, from the Los 
Angeles Task Force, also spoke at the 
event and talked about her experience 
of volunteering with Helping Other

People Eat (HOPE) in Santa Monica. 

“We see cycles [of homeless peo- 
ple],” she said. “We see kids. We see 
a lot of women now, more women now 
than I’ve ever seen before.” 

Michaels encouraged people at the 
event to volunteer their time at the shel- 
ter. 

“T just stopped one day and started 
doing it ... All you have to do is show 


up and smile,” Michaels said. “It’s ad- 
dicting.” 

Ivette Moreira, a sophomore ac- 
counting major, said she thought the 
event was well organized and informa- 
tive. 

“T didn’t know that you can go into 
the shelter and just help out,” Moreira 
said. “I think I’m going to do that.” 

According to Allen-Littleton, ASI 


tried to look at all aspects of homeless- 
ness, including campus groups and out- 
side organizations that were relevant to 
the issue. 

“It’s good that we focus on the 
different things like mental health, 
substance abuse and how [people] 
become homeless,” Allen-Littleton 
said. “It’s more common than [peo- 
ple] think.”

Delahoussaye said he was_ sur- 
prised by the award, especially be- 
cause it was the first podcast he com- 
pleted for the Daily 49er.

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Making magazines into art

She received cri- 
tique from her family, peers and professors who helped 
her to generate the ideal look of a magazine-style pho- 
tograph. 

Taitague said that the purpose of the exhibit was to 
help viewers relate to the average people on her maga- 
zine covers, rather than idealize the already-admired 
celebrities. 

“I wanted viewers to be able to connect to and read [my 
family members’} answers and reflect on their own iden- 
tity, as well and maybe figure themselves out in a way,” 
she said. 

Taitague said her exhibit also allowed her to discover a 
little about herself. 

“T feel like I don’t look at people the same anymore,” 
Taitague said. “I think if you view each relationship in con- 
nection to [family members] that it would change how oth- 
ers treat and view other people too.” 

This exhibition is a small step toward Taitague’s goal of 
becoming a magazine photographer.

The process included working with supporters 
from China, booking the event spaces and contacting 
many people who would potentially be interested in 
participating. 

“We work with many supporters of the event, such 
as China Central Television, International News Daily 
and all of our staff at CCPE,” Zhang said. 

Today and Wednesday from noon to 2 p.m. there 
will be an art exhibition and cooking show in the 


University Student Union Alamitos Bay Room and 
Courtyard. 

Zhang said that there will be cooking demonstra- 
tions, but students may not taste the food. 

The closing ceremony will take place Thursday 
from 11:30 a.m. to 1:30 p.m. in the USU Alamitos Bay 
Room where prizes will be awarded. 

Zhang said that there will be prizes for the “A 
Bite of China” Marketing Plan Contest, in which 
the first place award is a nine-day tour in China. 
Second place will be a three-day Yangzhou tour in 
China. : 

People can also watch “A Bite of China” and en- 
ter into a general drawing for prizes by completing a 
quick survey on the event’s website.

“T felt like everything was on today.” 
Sowder said. “Aman- 
da [Hansen] did a 
really nice job in the 
circle that first game, 
and we played great 
defense.” 

Having just tossed 
seven shutout innings 
in the first game of 
the: doubleheader, 
Hansen was called 
on in the sixth inning 
of the second game 
to step in for Jones- 
Wesley, who left the game despite al- 
lowing only one hit. 

Sowder said that Jones-Wesley start- 
ed the game with a sore knee that was 
starting to bother her enough to the 
point that she needed to be taken out. 


Jones-Wesley will be able to rest her 
knee during the week before a big se- 
ries with Hawaii. 

Hansen looked a little different in 
a relief role than she has as a starter. 
She surrendered a leadoff hit to left 
fielder Shelby Wisdom. Following a 
fielder’s choice that prevented Wisdom 
from scoring, Hansen threw a hanging 
curveball that designated player Jen- 
essa Jeppesen crushed over the center- 
right field wall to cut The Beach’s lead 
to one. 

The 49ers responded, though, as they 
countered in the bottom frame with two 
runs of their own, one of which came on 
St. Germain’s homer. 

After allowing 12 hits within her 
two appearances Saturday, Hansen was 
quick to credit the wins to her team- 
mates behind her. 

“Defense was on in both games so 
much,” Hansen said. “I just loved it. 
They helped me a lot when I was miss- 
ing my pitches.” 

The production that LBSU exerted 
Saturday seemed to sap the team of its 
energy by Sunday. They entered the sev- 
enth inning with just two hits, Carrasco 
doubled, and Ashley Homles hit an RBI 
single to stage a last-chance rally. The 
effort eventually came up short, though, 
as the ‘Niners ultimately lost 2-1. 

A fourth-inning triple by Gaucho 
first baseman Lauren Boser and a tri- 
ple by third baseman Jessica Reichner 
in the fifth were the two hits that cost 
Hansen the game. 

Hansen has pitched a full seven in- 
nings in each of her last seven starts. In 
those starts, she has thrown three shut- 
outs and has a remarkable 1.29 ERA. 

Despite pitching over two-thirds of 
the weekend, Hansen said she would 
have been able to pitch even more if the 
team needed her to. 

“T was fine. I was ready,” she said. “If 
I would have started the second game I 
would have been fine. I felt really loose 
and alive.” 

Hansen’s durability could come in 
handy if Jones-Wesley isn’t completely 
healthy by the weekend. 

The 49ers will head out on their final 
road trip of the regular season Friday 
for a three-game series at first-place 
Hawaii (37-8, 14-1). Friday’s game will 
start at 6 p.m. local time.
